2010 law could lower costs, requires

Governor plans 
$312.9 million 
CSU budget cut

After previously referring to 2008 as 
his “year of education,’ Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger recommended to 
cut $312.9 million from the California 
State University system in his 2008-09 
budget proposal. 

Sacramento. State President Alexan- 
der Gonzalez said the budget cuts will 
negatively affect the university in three 


different areas, including access to 
the university, retaining the Sac State 
workforce and bringing in underrep- 
resented students. 

The proposed budget is an attempt 
to reduce fiscal shortfalls. that have 
amounted to an estimated $14.5 bil- 
lion state deficit. If the cuts are ap- 
proved, Sac State would be affected as 
soon as the fall 2008 semester. 

“TL understand how-difficult (the cuts) 
will be for many people, but we need to 
be fiscally responsible and spend only 


the money we have,’ Schwarzenegger 
said at a press conference on Jan. 10. 

At his annual spring address on Jan. 
24, Gonzalez seemed optimistic when 
talking about the effects of the possible 
budget cuts. 

“We need to continue to plan and be- 
have in such a way that we are going to 
be able to do what we can to provide 
the best education we can to our stu- 
dents,’ Gonzalez.said.

As of Jan. 1, riders are not only required 
to carry the OneCard in a‘clear plastic 
sleeve, but the commuter pass sticker 
must be affixed to the outside of the

Science facilities not a part of cuts 


Budget projections leave room 
for massive science buildings

For more than a decade, administrators at 
Sacramento State have known that the cam- 
pus will need updated classrooms, lab space 
and research facilities to replace the aging 
science department. As a result of funding al- 
located by Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger from 
the 2008-09 California State budget, this need 
is now being addressed. 

The governor has granted $4.8 million for 
the plan and design of two new facilities: the

Center. 

“Tt took a real university effort to make this 
project happen;’ said Director of Facilities, 
Planning and Construction Services Victor 
Takahashi. “Getting the funding was.a real 
struggle. It took the efforts of Government 
Affairs, Administration and Business affairs, 
Financial Services and many others to find the 
money and lobby the government’ 


Because the Space and Science Center is tied 


to the California State University, funding to 
operate the center is guaranteed, said Ron 
Richardson, associate vice president for Facili- 
ties Services.

The proposed site of the facilities is east of 
Santa Clara Hall and southwest of Guy West 
Bridge. Richardson said this is part of a long- 
term goal to open up the center of the cam- 
pus. 

“CSU is very good about getting the funding 
for construction once the funding for design 
and planning is in place. Once the funding has 
come through for the design, they will move 
on it,’ he said.

“Pig, a derogatory name for 
law enforcement during the ‘70s, 
is now an acronym for pride, in- 
tegrity, and guts. It’s the title of the 
annual football game fundraiser, 
the “Pig Bowl.” 


On Saturday, police officers, — 


firefighters and members of the 
community came together for the 
thirty-fourth annual Pig Bowl’ 
Guns and Hoses football game to 
remember all those service men 
who died in the line of duty in 
2007 and those who gave their 
lives throughout the decades. 

The event, hosted by the Sac- 
ramento Police and Fire Depart- 
ment, is a charity event to spon- 
sor and invest in local non-profit 
organizations. All the proceeds go 
to the respective charities. 

The Pig Bowl has given over 
$1.5 million over the years to lo- 
cal charities. For 2007, the event 
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donated over $55,000. 

Players of the Sacramento Fire 
Department played the bagpipes 
on the Sacramento State Stadium 
field in commemoration of Vu D. 
Nguyen, a sheriff's detective who 
was shot in the line of duty on 
Dec. 19, 2007. 

Nguyen, a graduate of Sac State, 
paid the ultimate price protect- 
ing the lives of the community. 
Also honored were detective Kent 
Haws and CHP officers John Paul 
Miller and Douglas Scott Russell. 

Not only do the departments 
host the event, they are the players 
too. To get in shape for January's 
game, law enforcement officers 
and firefighters practice on cold 
mornings in December. 

And for the first time in six 
years, the Dogs (firefighters) beat 
the Hogs (law enforcement) 9-6 
on the football field. 

Friends, co-workers, cheerlead- 
ers and even mascots showed up 
to be.a part of the fiercely com- 
petitive game. And not everyone 
came for the same reasons, 

“It is interesting to come out 
and see people play football who 
normally dont play, said Jody 
Johnson, government major at 
Sac State.

Everyone was rooting for their 
team, but some were neutral. Alex 
Lawrence of the Metro Fire Com- 
munity Emergency Response 
Team said it was hard because he's 
had background with both de- 
partments. 

“But it would be nice to see our 
fire guys win,’ he said. 

Even the weather was favorable; 
the day before had plenty of rain 
and wind. 

“It's going fantastic! We have 
great weather,’ game director Jim 
Cooper said during half time. 
Cooper said the really wonderful 
part was the charities that benefit 
from proceeds. 

They were the reason behind the 
event. 

“(The game) is a tribute to the 
men who gave their lives and the 
winners are the charities and all 
the guys on the field no matter 
what happens,” Sheriff John Mc- 
Ginness said. 

The football game was not the 
only attraction. Dave Andrews, a 
country singer whose brother lost 
his life in the line of duty, sang 
“Boys in Blue” for the opening 
ceremony.

Enterprises closes 


deal for $6.25 million

University Enterprises; Inc. sold 
the Adams office building at 7750 
College Town Dr. in the Campus 
Commons area to the Tcherkoyan 
Family Trust for $6.25 million, 

Executive Director of UEI Matt 
Altier said the revenue from sell- 
’ ing the building will possibly go 

’ toward future projects. 

“The (funds) are in a building 

investments budget now, but will 

' most likely be used to renovate 
and build new buildings,” he said. 

~ Bruce Hohenhaus of Colliers In- 

_ ternational, who represented UEI 
in the sale, said the sellers sold the 
building because they “foresaw 
expenses to refurbish the building 
and thought it was a good time to 
sell it.’ | 

The first and second floors of 
the Adams building were used for 

| various Sac State entities, while 
the third floor was used by a law. 
firm. 

Rich Ellsworth of Cornish & 
Carey Commercial-ONCOR rep- 
resented the buyer. Ellsworth said 
the Tcherkoyan Family Trust will 
lease the building out to private 
sector tenants. 
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“(The building) is an invest- 
ment,’ Ellsworth said. “The buyers 
liked the quality and the location 
(of the building).’ 


New California laws 
Below is a list of laws enacted 
Jan. 1, 2008: 

- SB 7 (Smoking): Smoking in 
the car while a minor is present is 
not permissible. The crime is pun- 
ishable up to $100 in fines. Police 
officers must first pull a driver 
over for another traffic offense, 
such as speeding, and only then 
can they give a smoking fine. 

- AB 1835 (Minimum Wage): 
Minimum wage rose from $7.50 
an hour to $8. 

- SB 250 (Gift Card Redeem): 
Shoppers with gift cards may re- 
turn them to their retailers for 
cash as long as the card amount 
does not exceed $10. 

- AB 452 (Voter Fraud): Re- 
quires county registrars to no- 
tify voters when papers have been 
filed to change their party afhilia- 
tion. This legislation was created 
in response to past complaints 
from voters whose party afhilia- 
tion was changed without their 
knowledge. 

- SB 190 (University Com- 
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pensation): Requires the Califor- 
nia State University trustees and 
University of California regents to 
provide information about com- 


pensation for select executives to 


the public and to give the public 
an opportunity.to comment. 

- AB 1548 (Textbook Prices): 
Requires publishers and college 
bookstores to release the cost of 
books to faculty members when 
they are deciding which textbooks 
are required of students. 

- AB 682 (HIV Testing): Al- 
lows doctors to test routinely for 
HIV without a written consent 
from the patient. However, pa- 
tients have the right to decline 
such tests. 

- AB 702 (Live Performers): 
Prohibits performing live music 
under the name of a recorded 
group unless the performers hold 
a trademark, the event is adver- 
tised as a tribute, the performing 
group has authorization or at least 
one of the performers was a mem- 
ber of the original music group.

All 23 campuses of the CSU system - 


receive funding from the state based 
on enrollment.. While it is still uncer- 
tain how the budget cuts will affect 
each campus specifically, enrollment 
figures will play a huge: role: in the end 
result. \ 

Gonzalez said the university is ex- 
pecting higher rates of applications 
and acceptance for next year. 

Provost and Vice President for Aca- 
demic Affairs Joseph Sheley outlined 
the Strategic Plan, the university’ re- 
sponse to the proposed cuts. The plan 
will entail improving enrollment, re- 
tention and graduation rates. 

At the CSU Board of Trustees meet- 
ing on Jan. 23, various state leaders 
vowed to fight the proposed cuts and 
work toward more funding for the 
CSU system. 

“In such a challenging time extraor- 
dinary steps have to be taken;’ said 
California Faculty Association Presi- 
dent Lillian Taiz. “Tf the state is to re- 
cover from this economic crisis, the 
CSU will be part of the solution” 

Roberta Achtenberg, Board of Trust- 
ees chair, echoed those comments, 
saying she was determined to “reverse 
course from the disinvestments in 
higher education and in the CSU? 

CSU Chancellor Charles B. Reed 
stressed the need for cooperation 
when advocating for the state budget, 
stating that the CSU administration 
is committed to working with faculty, 
students, staff and alumni to fight for 
more funding. 

“I want everyone to know that we 
need to take the (proposed budget) 


numbers to the politicians, businesses 


and editorial boards:.and: let them ° 


know what kind ‘of California we 
want; Reed said. “We are on our way 
to building world class prisons and 
second class universities.’ 

Lt. Gov. John,Garamendi said the 


current budget is unacceptable to fu> ” 


ture education in California. An ex-of- 
ficio University of California regent, he 
is encouraging students to protest the 
funding cuts because they will likely 
lead to more fee increases, he said. 

“Fees are going to go up unless we 
can get the legislature to give us more 
money, Garamendi said. “T frankly 
think students should march in Sac- 
ramento. You've got fo protest: You've 
got to make your point known? 

With the threat of increasing tuition 
fees, some students seemed concerned 
about more money coming out of 
their pockets. 

“Fees have gone up every semester 
that I’ve been here and I'm tired of it,’ 
said Jennifer Willets, junior biology 
major. “Its unfortunate that the stu- 
dents are the ones paying for the states 
financial mistakes.’ 

Other students agreed that the bud- 
get cuts might put a strain on their 
wallets, but understood the necessity 
of another possible fee increase. 

“The deficit isn't going to correct itself 
without help and sacrifice from every- 
body,’ said sophomore child develop- 
ment major Brian Wilkinson. “I wish 
college didnt cost as much as it does, 
but everyone has to do their part’ 

Besides the possibility of increasing 
student fees, the budget cuts may also 
affect students inside the classroom.

said the amount of classes could fall 
along with the schools funding. 

“The potential budget cuts may 
force the university to tighten up the 
number of sections offered-in certain 


subjects” Bikle said in a telephone in- 


terview. “Some classes that do not get 
filled might also be cut down as well” 

Because the:CSU system is run by 
California, schools must compete for 
funding with other state agencies and 
services, such as prisons and high- 
ways, Bikle said. The less money the 
state has, the less funding, the schools 
will receive. 

In May, state officials will have the 
chance to revise the budget and decide 
whether or not to approve the pro- 
posed cuts in education. 

“As of right now, we have about nine 
months to plan,’ Bikle said. “Hope- 
fully we can mitigate the impact of the 
cuts as best we can.’ | 

Bikle also expressed his desire to see 
students take charge of a situation that 
could influence their future academic 
careers. “I wish students would get 
more involved, especially because this 
has the potential to affect them in a 


major way, he said.

Since the OneCard is also used — 


as a Wells Fargo Bank ATM card, 
placing the sticker directly on the 
OneCard. may be problematic, 
said Alfredo Orozco, assistant 
to the director of UTAPS. He 
said the sticker can be damaged 
or jammed inside the ATM ma- 
chines. 

UTAPS has attempted to alert 
the Sac State community about 
the changes by distributing fli- 
ers to students, faculty, and staff 
when the new OneCards were 
distributed; posting signs around 
the campus; and via e-mail. 

It is unknown how many people 
could be affected by the changes. 
Neither UTAPS nor RT keep track 
of the number of students, faculty, 
or staff who commute using RT 
buses and/or light rail. 

Robert McAdams, senior com- 
puter sciénce major, said the new 
requirements make it impossible 
for him to fit the pass in his wal- 
let. He said the problem would be 
alleviated if the sticker was placed 
on the OneCard, as it was before, 
especially since he doesnot plan 
to use the card as an ATM. 

McAdams said he believes this 
is another example of “corporate 
greed” on the part of Wells Fargo 
and Sac State. Universities are giv- 
ing up control of their own poli- 
cies to corporations, like Wells 
Fargo, in order to raise funds, he 
said. 

A commuter to Sac State by RT, 
Orozco said he had a problem 
getting the sleeve into his wallet. 
He said he solved the problem by 
trimming the edges of the sleeve 
toxmake it smaller, 


“I understand the change will 


be inconvenient for some people, 
and that is unfortunate,’ he said. 
The requirement of presenting 
the card in the plastic sleeve is for 
consistency and ease of the RT

drivers, who already. have to deal 
with a number of different stick- 
ers and passes from other agen- 
cies and schools, according to RT. 

One student, junior business 
major Brian White, said he did 
not have a problem with the new 
commuter pass requirements. He 
said he did not understand why 
the sticker could not be placed di- 
rectly on the OneCard. 

Namra Habib, junior business 
and accounting major, said she 
likes the new plastic sleeve be- 
cause it protects the OneCard. 
She also said she has to be careful 
because she has noticed that the 
OneCard will slip out of the sleeve 
into her purse or pocket. 

Jose Sanchez, graduate Japanese 
major, said although he was un- 
aware of the new requirements, 
he didn't see them as being much 
of a problem. 

“It sounds a little inconvenient, 
but the reasons behind the change 
make sense,” he said. “So, I guess 
there is a method to the mad- 
ness. 

Sophomore psychology major 
Gloria Ruiz and junior sociology 
major Laura Figueroa said they 
did not know about the changes 
and thought they could use the 
OneCard without a sticker on it: 
Both had to pay to ride the bus on 
the first day of school, they said. 

“Bus drivers should let students 
slide the first couple of days of the 
semester, because a lot of students 
leave during the winter break,’ 
Ruiz said. “Especially if the school 
is making changes in the way 
things are done.’ 

Wianyonnah Nyanh, freshman 
biology major, said she couldn't 
fit the sleeve into her wallet, and 
is afraid she might forget to take 
it with her when she goes to catch 
the bus. 

The plastic sleeve was the most 
feasible solution to the commut- 
er-pass problem. given. the time 
restraints and budget -effective- 
ness, Orozco said. a 

Orozco said in September he 
learned from the OneCard office 
that changes had to be made to 
the commuter pass by the time 
new passes were distributed in

mid-December. 

The change in the commuter 
pass was prompted by the new 
OneCards that were issued by the 
university in October and No- 
vember of last year. The card can 
be used as an ATM card as a result 
of the partnership between the 
university and Wells Fargo. 

UTAPS consulted with San Jose 
State University and the Uni- 
versity of Colorado at Boulder 
in coming up with the solution, 
Orozco said. Both of the schools 
use identification cards similar to 
the new OneCard. They also use 
plastic sleeves for their equivalent 
passes, he said. 

UTAPS considered issuing a 
separate card for the commuter 
pass, but decided that it would be 
more inconvenient and expensive 
than the, plastic sleeve, Orozco 
said. 

The plastic sleeves and stickers 
are being distributed to students 
for free at the UTAPS office, the 
OneCard office, the Student Fi- 
nancial Services Center, and the 
Associated Students, Inc. office. 

Commuter passes for faculty 
and staff cost $10 for the spring 
semester. These passes can only be 
purchased at the UTAPS office or 
at the Student Financial Services 
Center at Lassen Hall, said Erica 
Campos, front desk assistant for 
UTAPS. 

UTAPS will give out new com- 
muter pass stickers to affix to the 
sleeves each semester, Ha said. 

Officials from the OneCard of- 
fice, the Sac State Business and 
Administrative Services office, 
and Wells Fargo Bank did not re- 
spond to requests for interviews 
about the partnership between 
the, university and Wells Fargo 


and. thenew* commuter pass..re- 


quirements. 
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begin 2009 or later. Once begun, the 
process could take as long as one year 
to complete. 

With nearly $7 million raised for design, 
Sac State administrators can now work 
toward getting public support for the 
project, induding the issuance of bonds 
to fund construction. The final cost of the 
project is estimated at $97 million. The 
remaining $90 million needs to be raised 
through bond measures. The public may 
see the first bond measures for funding 
construction on the November ballot. 

Provided that funding is approved for 
construction by the voters, the project 
will be erected in two phases. 

Phase one, the approximately 15,000- 
square-foot facility housing the plane- 
tarium and more than 200 classrooms, 
will take about one year to build. 
Funding for construction will need to 
be voted for in the 2008-09 fiscal year. 

Phase two, the larger project, will 
consist of an approximate 119,000- 
square-foot building that will house 
the chemistry, biology, mathematics 
and statistics departments. It will also 
include new laboratories. 

Bonds will need to be approved in 
2009-10 for the second phase of con- 
struction. Voter decisions for bonds 
are rarely certain and with the current 
economic situation, starting construc- 
tion could be delayed if voters reject 
the bond measures to fund construc- 
tion. If funding comes on time, the 





completed Space and Science Center 
could be ready for occupancy in 2013. 

The first phase of the project, expect- 
ed to be completed in 2011, will open 
to students while construction of the 
second phase is underway. 

College of Natural Sciences and 
Mathematics Dean Jill Trainer said she 
is excited about the new facilities. 

“We are very pleased that not only will 
our Space and Science Center become 
a reality, but that we will gain state-of- 
the-art science facilities for Sacramento 
State students,’ she said. “Tt will provide 
a great way to inspire a love of science in 
the children of the region and help the 
university provide top-quality oppor- 
tunities for students pursuing careers in 
science and technology.’ 

President Alexander Gonzalez was 
also optimistic about the project. 

“This is an exciting opportunity for 
our campus and for the community,’ 
he said. 

Along with funding from the state, 
$1.5 million came from the federal 
government, and nearly $500,000 has 
been given by private donation. 

“The funds (for the Science Center) 
come from the 1988 General Obliga- 
tion to Higher Education Bonds,’ said 
H. D. Palmer of the Governor's Office 
Financial Services. 

General obligation bonds are loans 
that are repaid through state taxes. 
These funds are distributed by the 
state for projects for better higher edu- 
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cation. 

A competitive bidding process will 
begin in the spring to find an architect 
to draft and design the new buildings. 

The science project originally began 
as two separate ideas. 

A new science building and a Space 
and Science Center were both being 
planned. Several years ago, the deci- 
sion to merge the two projects was 
made, and this became instrumental 
in gaining funding and support. 

Sac State was in competition with 
22 other CSU campuses for funding 
of various projects and merging these 
two projects, along with the hard work 
of many people on and off campus, 
produced a project that was able to 
gain state support. This led to Gov. 
Schwarzenegger's funding proposal.

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A step in the right direction 
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For the first time in far too long, 
administrators and faculty alike 
spoke in agreement as they dis- 
cussed Sacramento State’s future. 
There was no finger-pointing, 
delegating or waffling. Univer- 
sity President Alexander Gonza- 
lez, along with Provost and Vice 
President for Academic Affairs 
Joe Sheley and Faculty Senate 
chair Bruce Bikle, addressed near- 
ly 1,000 people in the University 
Union’s ballroom as part of the 
spring address for the 2008 spring 
semester. 

Gonzalez said factors such as 
missed enrollment targets contrib- 
uted to Sac State’s financial trou- 
bles, but the nationwide economic 
woes have piled on us and made 
the situation worse. He pledged to 
work closely with the University 
Budget Advisory Committee and 
assured the crowd that the budget

With the Hornet Bookstore and Sacra- 
mento State professors in full cooperation, 
publishing companies have been running.a 
scam on students with regards to the buying 
and selling back of books. I call it “The New 
Edition Scam.” | 

This is how it works: The publishing com- 
pany designs a textbook and sells it to the 
bookstore. Students then buy the textbook 
and when finished with it, sell it back to 
the bookstore for a reasonable percentage. 
However, this mutual relationship ends 
once a new edition of the same textbook is 
produced by the publishing company. Once 
this new edition is sold to the bookstore, the 
“old” edition becomes obsolete, meaning 
the bookstore no longer has use for it. 

If the bookstore does buy back the old 
edition from the student, it is sometimes 
for only pennies on the dollar. Students are 
then forced to buy new editions because 
their professors require them for class, re- 
sulting in obscene profits for both publish- 
ing companies and the bookstore. 

The idea of creating a new edition of a 
textbook to replace an outdated one is not 
inherently fraudulent or evil. 

If a new edition were worthy of produc- 
tion, the publishing company would be 
justified in producing one. This, however, 
is simply not the case regarding most of 
these so-called new editions. They contain 
hardly anything new, hardly any substan-

crisis can be used as an opportu- 
nity for growth at Sac State. Gon- 
zalez did not minimize the impact 
of the budget crisis at Sac State 
but said that three areas were go- 
ing to be negatively impacted due 
to financial complications. These 
areas are access, the state’s work- 
force and the ability of Sac State 


to bring in underrepresented stu- 


dents. Gonzalez said that the “‘sil- 


ver lining” of the budget crisis is 


“Science II”. The money for the 
building has been secured, with 
development to begin shortly. 


Sheley praised the strategic plan 


for Sac State and the goals it out- 
lined. He said the strategic plan 
will help Sac State through the 
tough times and will work if we 
“remain disciplined.” He stressed 
the first goal of the strategic plan, 
which implements a campus wide 
effort to improve recruitment, re- 
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tive additions or crucial revisions. All that 
is changed are trivial things such as new in- 
troductions, photographs, end-of-chapter 
questions and, maybe if we're lucky, a new 
chapter! The nerve! 

Yet, it is this audacious deception on the 
part of the publishing companies that has 
professors reasoning erroneously that what 
is new must be better than what is old, lead- 
ing them to require that students purchase 
new editions to use in class. However, old 
editions can satisfy academic goals suffi- 
ciently and professors should have long ago 
recognized this. Such unconscious deci- 
sion-making has ended up costing students 
thousands of dollars collectively. 

Furthermore, the bookstore: uses this un- 
ethical and exploitative process to extort 
money out of students, and in addition, it 
can then justify only giving back to students 
a small percentage of what they originally 
paid for the book, in light of the new edi- 
tions. 

The bookstore should be held accountable 
for the perpetuation of such a corrupt sys- 
tem because it can choose not to purchase 
new editions from publishing companies, 
since these editions rob students of their 
money and never substantially improve 
their educational experience. Sadly, the 
bookstore and its decision makers instead 
choose money over moral obligation. 

The publishing company has most of the 
blood on its hands because it designed this 
scheme, creating a need for new editions 
that doesn’t actually exist. Because there is 
more money in creating new editions that 
students must buy, publishing companies 
are quick to capitalize on this, thus exploit- 
ing the very foundation that Sac State, and 








tention and graduation rates. 

Bikle said, “Despite some rocky 
paths and some disagreements 
here and there we made a lot of 
strides (at Sac State) in the last 12 
months.” He also echoed Gonza- 
lez and Sheley in his praise of the 
strategic plan. 

Associated Students Inc. Presi- 
dent Christina Romero also spoke 
briefly at the address. She repeat- 
edly referred to the campus com- 
munity as a “family” and promised 
to do her best to promote unity on 
the campus.

for that matter, all universities are built 
upon: the student. 

However, part of the reason the publish- 
ing companies aren't held accountable for 
such corrupt behavior is because it is the 
professors who require these new editions, 
thus giving publishing companies reason 
and justification for producing them. In 
fact, publishing companies will give you, 
the professor, a free copy of their new edi- 
tion, sweetening the deal so as to get you to 
implement these new editions for class use. 
Smells like some good ol’ fashion, Grade- 
A bribery to me. Professors complain that 
they aren't making enough money. So why 
would they ever want to aid in the financial 
exploitation of students? 

Besides being financially fraudulent, this 
hustle is environmentally irresponsible. 
For example, what happens to old editions 
when new ones are produced? They sit in 
students’ closets, serving as the epitome of 
the reckless wasting of paper. 

Professors must take the initiative to end 
this corruption because they are the ones 
being used by the publishing companies 
to plant the seed that allows this scam to 
flourish. Professors must immediately cease

publishing companies to stop producing 
them. If there's no demand, there will be no 
supply, and any old edition of an economics 
textbook can tell you that much.

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was made up of mostly Sac State fac- 
ulty and staff with only a handful of 
students in attendance. The address 
was given four days before the start of 
classes for the spring semester. 

Economic downturns and budget 
cuts are cyclical and everyone of the 
Sac State community needs to work 
together to get through the next 
couple of years of the current crisis, 
Gonzalez said. 

“We need to continue to plan and 
behave in such a way that we are go- 
ing to be able to do what we can to 
provide the best education we can’ to 
our students,’ he said. 

Gonzalez said he viewed the budget cri- 
sis as both a challenge and opportunity. 

There are three areas in which the 
budget cuts will have a negative im- 
pact on the university: access to the 
university, the Sac State workforce 
and bringing in underrepresented 
students, Gonzalez said. 

Budget cuts will not affect the 
building of the Science II facility that 
is to be completed in 2010. Money is 
already in place for the project and 
is not contingent on Gov. Schwar- 
zenegger'’s proposed 2008-09 budget, 
Gonzalez said. 

On a positive note, he said, enroll- 
ment is high for the spring semester, 
as well as rates of applications and ac- 
ceptance for next year. 

The university will form a partner- 
ship with the City of Sacramento to 
increase the university's presence in 
the downtown area in the next. few 
months, Gonzalez said. 

He also said the university was able 
to raise $16.4 million last year. Much 
of the money went toward student 
scholarships, he said. 

Provost and Vice President for Aca- 
demic Affairs Joseph Sheley spoke on 
the need to move quickly to imple- 
ment the Strategic Plan. He said a 
plan that will focus to improve en- 
rollment, retention and graduation 
rates is very important. 

“This is not a guidepost of the Strate- 
gic Plan, but a directive,’ Sheley said. 


Faculty Senate President~ Bruce ss 


Bikle said in his address to the crowd 
that in spite of the strife caused by 
the faculty contract negotiations 
and the faculty no-confidence vote 
on Gonzalez last spring, the faculty 
and administration have made a lot 
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of strides in working together in the 
past year. 

The no-confidence referendum 
passed 77 percent for and 23 percent 
against. Nearly two-thirds of the fac- 
ulty participated in the vote. 

In order to meet the challenges of 
the budget, the university needs to be 
focused on the future, Bikle said. 

“It is the future that matters” he 
said. “As a part of that, we need to 
foster and develop a community 
culture based on respect and open 
discourse.’ 

Romero said she believed the pro- 
posed budget cuts can be overcome if 
the community works together. 

“We can pull together to make sure 
students realize their dreams of grad- 
uating from college,” she said. 

Syracuse University education pro- 
fessor Vincent Tinto, who was. on 
campus to give a keynote address 
on student success and accountabil- 
ity and was invited by Gonzalez to 
participate in the address, said it was 
good to see.the campus working to- 
gether in planning for the future. 

Tinto said that changes to the uni- 
versity proposed by the Strategic Plan 
take time. These types of changes are 
a five-to-10 year process, he said. 

In response to the address, Lila Jaco- 
by, California Faculty Association Sac 
State Chapter President said that this 
may be a moment where the union, 
administration, CSU Board of Trust- 
ees, and the chancellor can find com- 
mon ground to get more money in the 
state budget for higher education. 

Gary Davis, executive director for 
Alumni Relations and mayor of the 
City of Elk Grove, said he appreci- 
ated Gonzalez’s optimistic view on 
the budget crisis. 

Davis also said he thought it was a 


_ good idea to have the ASI and Fac- 


ulty Senate president involved in the 
presentation. 

Criminal justice professor Cecil 
Canton said he did not think it was 
much of an address. “Instead of talk- 


ing about, riding gut the storm, we 
shotild. be discussing what can. be! 


done to make sure the budget cuts do 
not happen,’ he said.

The difference in editions should provide profes- 
sors with information on whether or not it’s time 
to update textbooks for academic reasons, not just 
cosmetic differences. 

Whether or not professors are sympathetic to stu- 
dent needs is vital. David Manahan, environmental 
science professor last semester, said he understands 
students’ concerns but is doubtful about what the 
bill can actually accomplish. 

“Even if more information is available, who will 
take the time-to look at and process it? And even if 
we do analyze the info, what then?” he said. 

Manahan said book-shoppers could be placed in 
an undesirable position. 

“Students, professors and administrators are all 
over-worked and continuously asked to do more 
with less. Not a favorable condition for info gather- 
ing and synthesis,’ he said. 

Publishers generally get the blame from students 
and professors for skyrocket textbook prices, but 
what is their side of the story? 

Stacy Skelly, assistant director of 


Higher Education at the American 


Association of Publishers, said the 
AAP is supportive of the new law. 
“Publishers were proponents of 
that legislation because AB 1548 
is the nations first comprehensive 
measure that places new require- 
ments on publishers, campus 
bookstores, faculty and public col- 
leges and universities,’ Skelly said. 
On the subject of new editions, 
she said the revision cycle is on 
average about four years, less for

what it was like to be a student. 
“I believe the majority of professors carefully con- 


‘sider textbook assignments because they have their 


students interests at heart;’ Watson said. 

Last semester she used the older edition of “Call to 
Write” because there were no significant differences 
worth switching over. The new edition was priced 
online at $60, the earlier edition, $5. 

“Sometimes we have to ask the right questions as 
they have other motivations, obviously,’ she said. 

Perhaps the edition summaries will create less 
questions for professors and more information 
about textbook content. 

The law also stipulates the bookstore must post a 
copy of its pricing policy. 

The Hornet Bookstore is already in compliance. 
The policy explains that the prices set are not arbi- 
trary, but based on whether the book is net-priced, 
list-priced or used. 

Used textbooks must be priced 75 percent or 
below the corresponding price, according to the 
policy. 

Buybacks are what students are concerned about. 
They are based on condition, course material orders

and overstock, according to the bookstores website. 
Perhaps the more available information for profes- 
sors will create a chain reaction. Fewer new edi- 
tions may mean more money on buybacks, which 
eventually may put more money back in student 
wallets. 

The new law could help the bookstores plan to as- 
sist departments and professors. 

Parsons said that the bookstore currently sets an 
adoption date for choosing texts. Spring 2008 se- 
mester'’s deadline for texts was last October. 

“We understand that the best way for students to 
save money on textbooks is to buy and sell used, 
and the goal of early adoptions is to facilitate our 
ability to get into the used market as soon as pos- 
sible,’ Parsons said. 

Early adoptions will mean the material selection 
process will begin sooner and professors can find 
out what is available earlier.

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medical or technical texts which 
are updated more frequently. Revi- 
sion cycles also change according 
to industry standards, such as ac- 
counting. 

“Publishers will not invest the 
time or money to develop a new 
edition for which there is no de- 
mand,’ Skelly said. 

Ultimately the criteria for choos- 
ing instructional materials for 
classes comes down to the deci- 
sions of individual departments, 
according to the bookstore. 

“For each professor, it’s their own 


- decision,’ said Evelyn Bradley-Ow- 


ens, secretary of the chemistry de- 
partment. She said if the professors 
see the need to update editions, 
they have that choice. 

Last semester, Manahan used 
the newest edition for his envi- 
ronmental studies class. He said 
that generally when a new edition 
comes out, publishers stop printing 


‘the old one. Ifhe wanted to.use the 


online material, students who used 
the older editions would not have 
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dent Affairs. 

The Office of Student Affairs said 
it had no details on the matter. 

ASI Director of Arts and Letters 
Felix Barba regarded those mem- 
bers who stepped down as “valu- 
able parts of the team.’

“The Graduate Office decided 
mid semcstoly to change some 
deadlines for defending the thesis 
prospectus and turning in paper- 
work. This caused changes to be 
made on my end to account for 
them,’ Kile said. 

After the Graduate Office realized 
its mistake, it allowed those students 
who had planned their semester by 
prior deadline to continue, Kile said. 
At this point, Kile said he was ac- 
commodated for the mistakes of the 
Graduate Office and could not com- 
ply with the previous deadlines. 

“Since I have completed all the 
coursework for the master's degree 
aside from the thesis writing, I was 
forced to take a semester leave to 
write my thesis. In other words, I 
will now defend in spring and en- 
roll to finish the technicalities in 
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the fall,” he said. 

Barba said struggling students 
should be open to advice. 

“Use your resources around you, 
especially mentors in your teach- 
ers, supervisors and anyone that 
has skills you want to imitate in 
your own life,” he said. 

Students are often at a loss with 
how to cope with the stresses in life. 
As a result, students are offered a 
consultation with an academic ad- 
viser upon admission to Sac State. 

Academic Adviser Kathryn Palm- 
ieri offers many solutions to those 
struggling with time-management 
issues. 

“The best solution is to acknowl- 
edge that someone is not working 
and to find a strategy that works for 
your learning style. Some students 
keep a detailed calendar, color code 
their assignments by class or topic 
and plot exactly how much time 
they will need to complete assign- 
ments, Palmieri said. 

The Academic Advising Center is 
available for drop-in undergraduate 
advising. The cet offers a wide 
variety of workshops and learning 
labs to those wishing to obtain better 
management skills. 

Senior Jesse Manton said balanc- 
ing and managing time are chal- 
lenges every student faces. 

“Balance is something you perfect 
over time. It comes after a lot of 
failing” Manton said. 

ASI said it is preparing to accept 
applications to fill the vacant board 
positions. 

“I encourage all students to apply 
and get involved,’ Romero said.

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“Tve never seen a guy as humble with the passion for 
the game like he has,” said Blair. “I've never seen a guy 
put his focus on one thing and be so driven and yet still 
have the moral values that you look for in a good hu- 
man being,” 

Flores was a first-team All-WAC selection in his soph- 
omore season and was named to the preseason All- 
WAC Team this season. 

“Flores had a great sophomore year,’ Smith said. “(Last 
season) he had an average year by his standards, but 
compared to other guys it was an outstanding year. He 
got off to a slow start but really finished strong towards 
the end of the season...he is a physical specimen and 
is as dedicated to the game and to Hornet baseball as 
they come.’ 

Flores batted .311 with five home runs and notched 23 
RBI as ajunior last season. 

“I guess you can say it was an OK year, but it wasnt the 
year I was expecting to have,’ Flores said. “I was disap- 
pointed, but most of all I was disappointed in the season 


we had as a team. What hurt the most was winning only 
17 games. I thought I could have done more to help the 
team out. This year is a new year and hopefully things 
go the way we expect them to.’ 

Blair was a normal fixture in the Hornet line-up start- 
ing 52 games last season. He tallied three home runs, 26 
RBI, and 65 hits to go along with his .316 batting aver- 
age. 

“Blair has made leaps and bounds in his confidence 
level? Smith said. “He's always had the talent but didnt 
really believe in himself. Now he believes in himself and 
that talent has really blossomed like a rose opening up:” 

Blair said that he has made an effort to put the team 
before himself. 

“I reached out to the younger guys to lead by example 
and as I started doing that I realized I had more confi- 
dence in myself and the team because I saw our team’s 
true colors,” Blair said. 

Smith said that the Hornet superstar of the future is 
Wheeler, who batted .352 against WAC opponents to 
go along with five home runs and 19 RBI during con- 
ference play last season. Wheeler joined Flores on the 


preseason All-WAC Team this season. 

Smith said the Hornets will also rely on junior short- 
stop Blake Crosby, senior catcher Travis Kirkman, se- 
nior outfielders Brian Boyd and Jeff Hannah to play a 
vital role in the team’s success this season. 


“All of these guys can flat out play, and given the. 


chance with a pitching staff that is intact, (the team) has 
a chance to be successful,” Smith said. “We have great 
front line guys and we have really good depth behind 
them. We have some flexibility in dealing with injuries 
if they should occur?’ 

Smith said he doesn’t have to set goals for the team 
because the players have set their own goals for this 
season.

Now that the semester has begun, you 
are probably stressed out about how to 
juggle school, friends, rent, food, fun 
and, of course, that job you dread going 
to each day. Well, take a few breathers 
because you are not alone. 

Like one of the many Sacramento State 
students, criminal justice senior Juan 
Barrios works to stay in school. 

As a construction worker, Barrios 
builds barns and beds for cows and pigs 
in Tulare County. 

“T’ve been doing construction work for 


four years now...I really need a job in - 


Sacramento,’ Barrios said. 

Barrios is grateful for his job because 
it gets him through school and life, but 
said he wants a job that isn’t so dirty. 
From separating water pipelines to 
pouring concrete, Barrios is constantly 
covered with concrete mix. 

Although there are no statistics that 
detail just how much college students 
are working, many Sac State students 
currently hold jobs. 

“The great majority of Sac State stu- 
dents work,” said Anna Domek, career 
counselor for the Career Center. 

Domek said those who have to work 
should look into jobs that are related to 
their field of study. 

“There is no right or wrong job,” Domek 
said. “Those skills learned are still ben- 
eficial to students in their career.” 

A job may be nothing more than just 
the job that is getting you by, but it can 
also teach you life lessons such as disci- 
pline and responsibility. 

Although many consist of flipping 
burgers or cleaning up tables at restau- 
rants, these jobs help pay for tuition, 
books, rent, food, gas and the occasional 
social get-together. 

Barrios said he doesn't work while he's 
in school. He is only able to get by be- 
cause he,manages his spending habits 
very well. 

“I'm graduating in May so I want a job 
in the criminal justice field when school 
starts,’ Barrios said. 

Some students have better luck finding 
jobs in their career field. 





Sac State postgraduate and biology ma- 
jor Torin La Day does what he enjoys- 
working with dead bodies. 

Well, La Day usually calls them donors. 
He has been working at a non-profit eye 
and tissue bank called Sierra Eye and 
Tissue Donor Services as a 24/7 on-call 
tissue recovery technician for about a 
year now. 

Although it is right up the alley of his 
field of study, it isn’t any cleaner than 
working at a fast food restaurant. 

“Working with donors is a dirty job, 
but we wear protective clothing just as 
if we were going into surgery,’ La Day 
said. 

He said that although the pay isn't 
much and sometimes he doesn't get 
enough rest, he feels good knowing that 
his time is being put to good use. 

Rest. Most students don't get enough of 
it as it is. For the past two days, La Day 
hasn't been able to get some of it because 
he has been traveling throughout Cali- 
fornia for cases. 

La Day’s latest case was a burn skin 
case. La Day and his two partners took 
the skin from the back, thigh and low- 
er legs of the donor to donate them to 
someone who has been burnt. 

“The skin we take for the burn skin 
cases is very thin, thinner than a sheet of 
paper, he said, second-guessing himself 
because he hasn't slept in two days. 

The past few days have been busy, how- 
ever, once school starts La Day is able to 
give his availability to the clinic, he said. 

Many Sac State students have been able 
to find jobs right on campus. 

Junior organizational communication 
major Jessica Compton has been work- 
ing on campus for -University Enter- 
prises, Inc. Catering and the University 
Union Center Restaurant for the past 
three years. 

“I bus tables, serve orders and clean the 
kitchen in the restaurant,’ Compton said. 
“Most of the dirty work is dishwashing, 
which I only do during big events,” 

Serving orders and cleaning tables are 
not dirty jobs because waiters want to be 
clean for other customers. 

Compton said that although her job is 
very convenient and the hours are flex- 
ible, the pay is only minimum wage plus 


tips. 

“I would work at an office that relates 
to my career choice, but it wouldn't work 
around my schedule,” she said. 

It might only be a job that helps pay 
for her books and rent, but Compton is 
grateful for her on-campus job because 
she gives her hours shed like to work to 
her manager to be approved. 

Working an average of 22 hours a week, 
Compton said she is able to focus on 
school because she isn’t stressed out as 
much as she would be if she had worked 
at another job. | 

“Students get first picks on the sched- 
ules,’ Compton said. 

Seriously, what kind of other job would 
allow you to work around your own 
schedule? 

Compton may just be one of the strug- 
gling students who are fortunate enough 
to find the perfect job that puts study- 
time on a pedestal. 

Sac State students are exposed to many 
opportunities to find jobs related to their 
field. 

One of the services the Career Center 
offers to students is Career Connection, 
Domek said. 

Career Connection is available through 
the Career Center website where numer- 
ous employers post jobs for students of 
all majors. 

“Students can also find jobs and intern- 
ships through their departments and ca- 
reer fairs held on campus,’ Domek said, 

She also said that it’s a good idea for 
students to try to find jobs related to 
their field to expose themselves to it. 

“It will give students an idea of what 
they will like,” Domek said.

ence,’ he said. “It’s way easier to 
connect with people live. I think 
that's one reason why I’m really 
interested in making videos for 
us because I feel like our music 
goes really well with something 
visual, and so that kind of makes 
up for not having vocals.” 

Anton and Lewis also stressed 
the weaknesses or restraints that 
can be placed on a band by hav- 
ing vocals and a vocalist.

are several videos of acoustic 
sets and other performances as 
well as their blogs. The videos 
give a good idea of how intense 
and passionate the band is with 
music. 

Lewis and Anton view the 
music landscape these days as 
one that is changing and evolv- 
ing. They said they probably 
wont want to be signed by a big 
label to release more albums.
